GIBRALTAR, March 30.—Spread- 
Ing revolt among the mercenary 
and patriotic troops of the Span- 
ish Rebel dictator, Francisco 
Franco, and his merciless execu- 
tions of the plotters threatened to- 
night to wreck the Fascist revolu- 
tion. 

Mass executions by Franti fir- 
ing squads were 
Tetuan, Rebel air base in Spanish 
Morocco and birthplace of the mili- 
tary uprising last July 17, and from 
Algeciras, headquarters of the In- 
surgent fleet across the Bay of 
Gibraltar. 

The greatest slaughter was re- 
ported from Malaga, shell-shattered 
Seaport east of here, where Franco 
was said to have sent 250 prisoners 
before his execution squads. 

The full extent of the revolt and 
the number of alleged conspirators

Behind? the .revolt, about which 
Rebel communiques remained signifi- 
cantly silent, loomed the figure of 
Premier Benito Mussolini of Italy,

Several of the mutinies were blamed 
on intense hatred of Spanish and 
German soldiers toward the Italian 
units who ran from the Loyalist drive 
niong the Guadalajara front and were 
responsible for the most crushing de- 
feat administered to Franco in the 
entire war. 

Only last night Mussolini was re- 

rted to have sent stern orders to his 
Italian “volunteers” in Spain demand- 
ing that they bring about a major 
Rebel victory to wipe out the humilia- 
tion of Guadalajara 

Rout Continues. 

But, while Franco sought to quell 
the uprisings in his ranks, the eight- 
month-old war took an opposite turn 
and the Loyalists appeared to be 
driving the Rebels—and their Italian 
comrades—in panicky retreat on a 
half-dozen scattered fronts. 

Reports indicated Franco’s massing 
of troops behind Cogolludo for a new 
assault on Madrid from the northeast 
has been delayed by the outbreak of 
the revolts. 

The generalissimo, ignoring plots 
against his own life. was reported to 
be at Tetuan, so-called hot bed of the 
mutiny.

Crop Insurance Bill 


Is Passed by Senate 


WASHINGTON, March 30. Py 
The senate passed today and ae to 
the house the administration's crop 
insurance bill, setting up a $100.000.- 
000 federal corporation to protect 


wheat growers against weather, ip- 


sects and other natural hazards. 

Supported by both Republican and 
Democratic members, the bill went 
through with virtually no opposition 
and in substantially the same form as 
reported out by the senate agriculture 
com mittee. 

There was no record rote. 

The bill would create a $100,000.- 
000 corporation in the Department of 
Agriculture to insure wheat crops 
starting in 1938. 

Pafticipation would be voluntary. 
Premiums and losses would be pay- 
able in cash or wheat.

304,000 IN STATE 


Six of Law’s Provisions 
Are Now Operative in 
Georgia, Capital Notes.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—More 
than 394,000 persons in Georgia are 
benefiting directly under the social se- 
curity act, with six of the act’s ten 
previsions now in operation in the 
state, officials of the Social Security 


Board announced here today. 

The board explained that only one 
part of the act—the old age benefits 
program, which went into operation 
January 1—could become effective 
without state action. In the other nine 
programs the states must take the 
initiative. Georgia, it was pointed out, 
kas set up approved plans for five of 
these services, covering maternal and 
child health services, services for crip- 
pled children, child welfare services, 
vocational rehabilitation and public 
health services. 

The state has just recently . passed 
an unemployment compensation law 
and is also taking steps looking to- 
ward participation in the three public 
assistance provisions for aid to the 
/needy aged, the needy blind, and de- 
pendent children in their own homes.

Industrial production, employment 
and trade marched along the high road 
during February and ‘March in the 
sixth federal -reserve district, the 
monthly review of the reserve board 
stated yesterday. ‘Textile activity 
reached the highest level on record. 

After a slight slump in January, 
industrial production was 116 per cent 
of the 1923-25 average in February, 
compared with 114. per cent in Jan- 
uary and an average of 115 in the 
last quarter of 1936, 

Retail sales also showed a marked 
increase, being 8.6 per cent larger in 
February than in January and 6.1 
per cent larger than in February of 
last year. January and February retail 
sales were 9.6 larger than in that 
period last year, despite adverse weath- 
er during the month of January. 

Wholesale sales in February declin- 
ed 1.5 per cent over January but were 
27.2 per cent greater than a year ago. 
This February decline was said to be 
seasonal, January sales being. “stock- 
up” sales.

increases in prices of industrial ma- 
terials. The review said retail and 
wholesale trade continued at relative- 
ly high levels. 

The value of building permits in 
February increased 15.2 per cent over 
January but value of contracts award- 
ed declined 49.5 per cent. Resident- 
ial contracts, however, increased 15.8 
per cent over January and were 17.9 
per cent larger than a year ago. 

Pay Rolls Increase. 

Factory employment and pay rolls 
increased from the middle of January 
to the middle of February by “more 
than the seasonal amount” the review 
said. “The number employed in ma- 
chinery industries increased consider- 
ably and there were smaller increases 
at automobile and plate glass factor- 
ies,’ the review said. 

Cotton mills in Georgia, Alabama 
and Tennessee consumed an average 
of 9,058 bales daily in February, a 
higher rate than recorded for any 
previous month. 

Orders and production at lumber 
mills increased somewhat. Coal pro- 
duction averaged higher in .February 
in both Alabama and Tennessee than 
in January. Pig iron production in 
Alabama declined in February but 
the daily average rate increased 3 per 
cent over January and was 383.7 per 
eent larger than a year ago.

program, Through this program, work- 
¢rs in commerce and industry are now 
beginning to build up credit toward 
regular monthly incomes which will

“The three maternal and child wel- 
fare programs, administered by the 
Children’s Bureau of the United States 
Department of Labor,” officials de- 
clared, “provide for the extension of 
such services, particularly in rural 
areas. Georgia had an approved plan 
for maternal and child health services 
for 1936, and federal payments to- 
taling $59.638.63 had been made to 
the state by June 30. The plan ap- 
proved for the fiscal year ending June 
50, 1937, provides for a federa] grant 
ef $163,533.62. For 1937, the plan for 
services to crippled children, as ap- 
proved, includes a federal grant of 
$4,993.75. For child welfare services 
for the fiscal year ending’ June 30, 
937, a federal grant of $46,876.53 


was provided in the Georgia plan as $ 


approved. 
Vocational Rehabilitation. 


“The purpose of vocational rehabili- 
tation is to provide re-education for 
workers crippled in industry. . At the 
end of the last fiscal year 1,156 such 
persons were receiving training under 
the Georgia program, for which the 
state has received federal grants of 
$44,967.45. The federal administra- 
tive agency for this part of- the act 
is the office of education of the De- 
partment of the Interior.” 

Under the public health provisions 


‘o fthe act, which are administered by 


the United States Public Health 
Service, Georgia has received federal 
grants for the purpose of expanding 
and strengthening its state and local 
public health services. Up to Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, these grants totaled 
.206.49. . 

When Georgia sets up plans for 
participation in the remaining parts 
of the social security act, it was stat- 
ed, it will receive federal co-opera- 
tion and financial assistance which 
will help in providing unemployment 
compensation for the majority of 
workers within the state; and regu- 
lar cash assistance to the needy aged, 
—_ needy blind and dependent chil- 
ren. . 

Decentralization Policy. 


The Social Security Board has 
maintained a policy of decentraliza- 
tion in order to bring the act as close 
as possible to the participating states 
and to the people. In line with this 
policy it has established 12 regional 
offices. That for Region VII, whic 
comprises the states of Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida 
and South Carolina, is in Birming- 
ham.

This information, compiled by the 
general crops section of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration and 
based on reports from planters, indi- 
cates also that South Carolina will in- 
crease its watermelon acreage by 5 
per cent, while Florida will have a 22 
per cent larger acreage this season, 


With average yields and average 
weather conditions in consuming cen- 
ters, Brown said, this may result in 
lower prices than last year. He said 
reports show about a 6 per cent acre- 
age increase for the southeastern mel- 
on area, including the statse of Geor- 
gia, Florida, South Carolina and North 
Carolina. 

In terms of acres to .be planted, 
Georgia growers report ty intend to 
plant 63,000 acres this fear, an in- 
crease of 3,000 acres over 1936, while 
South Carolina will increase its acre- 
age by 1,000 to 21,000 acres this sea- 
son. 

Florida growers expect to plant 19,- 
500 acres in nelons, an increase of 
3,500 acres, but the North Carolina 
acreage is expected to be about the 
same as in 1936, or 12,800 acres. 
The AAA report, Brown said, ex- 
plains that this is a normal increase, 
influenced largely by favorable prices 
received for last year’s watermelon 
crop.

JUDGES HERE OPPOSE: 


COURT PROCEDURE BILL 


Legislature Does Not Have 


Right To Regulate Rules, 
Says One. Jurist. 


Superior court judges, in conven- 
tion, will be deprived of the power to 
make rules governing court procedure 
if Governor Rivers signs House Bill 
No. 318 when it is submitted for his 
signature today, Atlanta judges agreed 
yesterday. 

The bill would repeal, rule by rule, 
all those adopted by the judges in con- 
— here last Bisomber at which 
time they set up certain standards for 
admission to the bar, a superior court 
judge, who asked that his name be 
not used, claimed here last night. 

Under provisions of the bill, the 
judges will be permitted to meet once 
a year and submit recommendations 
for changes in court procedure to the 
legislature, but these changes will 
have no force unless passed by the 
general assembly. 


“The act, if signed, would repeal 
the right of superior court judges to 
set up rules governing procedure in 
their own courts,” the-superior court 
judge, said. 

The judge cited a case wherein the 
legislature had passed a rule limiting 
the debate by lawyers on certain cases 
to one-half hour, but said that many 
judges throughout the state had disre- 
garded the law, although it was still 
in effect. ° 

“The courts derive their rights and 
power from the constitution as does 
the legislature,” the judge continued, 


1|“and any act by the legislature that. 


seeks to alter these rights is an in- 
vasion of constitutional rights. The 
legislature has the right to enact leg- 
islation to facilitate the handling of 
trials, but does not have the right to 
enact laws concerning the rules of 


| practice.” 


The judge stated that, in all prob- 
ability, a supreme court ruling would 
be necessary to clear up the contro- 
versial matter for good. 

Among the requirements in the leg- 
islative bill was a provision that all 
candidates have a high school educa- 
tion or its equivalent. In a separate 
bill the solons revoked the judges’ rule 
that exceptions to the court’s charge 
must be made before the jury begins 
deliberations.

Repeal would net the state approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 annually, wet advo- 
cates said. The plan provides for sale 
of liquor in unbroken packages of at 
least a half pint, and forbids sales on 
Sundays ‘or election day# or within 
100. yards of a church or school. 

The measure also provides for local 
option. Any county, upon petition of 
15 per cent of its voting power, may 
call an election to decide whether it 
shall legalize liquor. 

A state-wide referendum on repeal 
in 1935 resulted in a dry victory by 
a margin of 243 votes. Both wets and 
drys announced they would campaign 
on the issue before the referendum. 

Should the state vote wet, liquor 
stores would be licensed at $1,000 an- 
nually, with the following gallonage 
taxes: Imported liquors, 80 cents: 
Georgia-made liquors, 40 cents; im- 
ported pure alcohol, $1.60; Georgia- 
made pure alcohol, 80 cents.

FOR PROHIBITION. 

Editor Constitution: How about 
“complete protection to those counties 
which may wish to remain dry?’ 
There has never been_a law on the 
statute books which the wet forces 
would obey. I believe Carroll county 
will vote dry, but we will not have the 
protection and law enforcement which 
will give us the conditions for which 
we voted. How will it help us to 
vote dry if anyone can step across 
a county line, buy all the liquor he 
wants, and carry it back with no pos- 
sibility of a conviction unless he were 
—_—— caught in the act of selling 
The federal government has done 
little with respect to keeping its prom- 
ises to the dry states if the 18th 
amendment were repealed. Dry states 
have had but little or no protection 
from the federal government so there 
is no doubt that dry counties would 
have any more protection in case 
Georgia should vote for repeal. 

My observation leads me to believe 
that considerably less liquor is con- 
sumed now than would be under re- 
peal. In a city which is wet I saw 
more drunks, men and women, than 
Il have ever seen in a like period of 
time in Atlanta, or dry Georgia. 

I understand that one purpose of 
repeal is to bring revenue to the 
state. So long as liquor is sold 
to produce revenue, just so long 
will the bootlegger ply his nefarious 
trade for he can undersell the man 
who must pay a tax on his goods. 
I remember the pre-prohibition days 
and the bootlegger was in evidence 
then, and as he still possesses the 
same old characteristics I am _ cer- 
tain that repeal will not eliminate 
him. Attorney General Cummings re- 
ported in 1935 that violators of 
liquor laws increased 95 per cent 
over the preceding year. This must 
be one of the results of repeal. 

I shall never, by a vote of mine

TREASURY MAY URGE 


HOUSING FUND SLASH 


Fiscal Authorities Fear Ex- 
penditures Will Exceed 
Budget. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/)— 
Fiscal authorities said today the 
. Treasury may urge revision of the $1,- 
000,000,000 Wagner housing bill in an 
effort to keep next year’s expendittires 
close to budget estimates. 

The measure is being studied by 
Treasury experts. Their findings. prob- 
ably will be transmitted soon to Sec- 
retary Morgenthau. 

Under the bill, offered by Sefixtor 
Wagner, Democrat, New York, a 
“United States Housing Authority” 
would make loans and grants to local 
agencies for low-rent building projects. 

Funds would be provided through a 
$51,000,000 appropriation, transfer of 
available ‘money from the Public 
Works Administration and borrowing. 

Officials said the treasury study is 
eentering on provisions which would 
enable the housing authority to run 
up a $200,000,000 debt, through the 
issuance of government-guaranteed ob- 
ligations, in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1988. Aggregate borrowing 
could be increased to $1,000,000,000 
after July 1, 1940. 

Although no alternative has been 
devised, informed persons said, consid- 
eration is being given to scaling down 
borrowing authority. Unless this were 
done or new revenue provided, they 
asserted, the legislation would knock 
President Roosevelt’s budget out of 
kilter.

Reduction in Size of Cancers

NPW YORK, March 30.—(/)— 
Prevention of the greatest single cause 
of blindness by artificial fever was 
reported to the first international con- 
ference on fever therapy here today. 

Reduction of the size of cancers in 
all human beings treated by artificial 
fever also was announced, but the 
fevers were used only on hopeless 
causes and there was no saving of Tife. 

The eye cases were described by 
Dr. John S. McGavic, of the General 
hospital, Cincinnati. He placed 42 per- 
sons, with various eye troubles, in a 
hot air box. It gave them fevers run- 
nings from 105 to 107. 

Some were suffering from the worst 
of eye risks, the gonorrheal infection 
on account of which the law requires 


that the eyes of newly-born babies | 
must be treated with silver nitrate. | 
Unless this infection is caught early, | 


even in adults, it causes blindness. 

The artificial fevers speeded up the 
eye cures, The treatment was limited 
by the frequency with which some pa- 
tients could stand the fevers. Drug 
treatments were combined with the 
fevers.

ON POST ROAD SETUP 


Commission Will Get Down 
to Work at Session 
Tomorrow. 


Organization of the state’s new rural: 
post roads division, authorized by the 
general assembly, will begin tomor- 
row, it was learned yesterday when 
W. L. Miller, chairman of the State 
Highway Commission, announced a 
meeting of the commission for that 
purpose. 

It alread 
Warren R. Neel, former state highway 
engineer and now resident engineer of 
the Works Progress Administration for 
Georgia, would become director of the 
post roads setup. 

The road chairman, who said the 
immediate purpose and Sere of the 
board was “to bring United States 
post reads up to an all-weather con- 
dition,” explained he was unable to 
predict when the first construction 
would begin. 

“We now have available $646,000 
in federal money for work on the 
project. Of course, the federal law 

rovides that federal funds he matched 

y the state,” Mr. Miller eaid. 

New Act to Provide Cash. 

Financing of the state’s part of the 
rural post roads will come from the 
bus and trncek tax adopted by. the leg- 
islature, Miller pointed out. 

Enactment of the rural post roads 
organization brings to a realization 
one of the campaign promises of Gov- 
ernor Rivers, who advocated passage 
of laws which would provide construc- 
tion of roads for farmers to transport 
agricultural products and to permit 
school buses to reach inaccessible rural 
regions. 

“The rural post roads division,” 
Miller commented, “will make it pos- 
sible for counties to have good roads 
which otherwise would not have been 
possible. The construction of the 
roads as school bus routes is an im- 
portant feature.” 

Gas Tax Immune. 


Miller explained “It would not be 
a policy of the board to interfere with 
revenue from one cent of the gasoline 
tax apportioned to counties for road 
purposes. We intend to leave the ad- 
ministration of these funds in the 
hands of the county commissioners, 

“However, if some counties are in 
good financial condition the board 
probably will recommend that the one 
cent gas tax money be spent on hard 
surfacing post roads. But there will 
be no discrimination between counties 
in the matter of hard surfacing 
roads.” 
| The state chairman explained the 
eventual aim was to hard-surface all 
rural roads, but said it probably would 
be a slow procedure. 

Initial work of the new department 
will be the tabulation, mapping and en- 
rolling of eligible post roads. 

Phases of the rural post roads di- 
vision include: 

Supervision 
maintenance of rural post 
farm-to-market roads. 

Post Roads Only. 

All rural post roads are made a part 
of the post roads division, but not a 
part of the state aid road system. 

Funds will be apportioned among 
counties according to their rural post 
roads mileage not in the state road 
system. 

Funds apportioned to a county may 
be allowed to accumulate for not more 
than two years if State Highway 
Commission feels they eannot be spent 
efficiently, but accumulated funds 
cannot be used for any other county.

LOUISIANA CHAIN TAX 


ATTACKED AS UNFAIR 


Levy ‘Tesmed Extra-Terri- 
torial Before U. S. Sup- 
reme Court. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(?)— 
The. supreme court heard Louisiana’s 


chain store tax attacked today as an 
extra-territorial and unfair levy. 

_. Monte M. Lemann, of New Orleans, 
attorney for the Great Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Tea Company and 16 other busi- 
nesses classed as “chain stores,” ap- 
pealed from a three-judge federal dis- 
trict court ruling in New Orleans up- 
holding the tax. 

He said the tax, imposed in 1936, 
required businesses to pay licenses 
for each store on a basis of the total 
number of stores in their chains, re- 
gardless of how many stores are out- 
side Louisiana. 

Lemman argued that chains with all 
stores within the state but with a 
relatively small total, paid less tax 
though they did as much or more busi- 
ness in the state. 

He said the Great Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Tea Company, with a total of 
15,000 stores, paid a maximum tax of 
$550 a store though it had only slight- 
ly more stores in Louisiana than a 
New Orleans chain which he said paid 
$30 a store. 

BH. L. Richardson, counsel for the 
Louisiana collector of revenue, will 
defend the tax tomorrow.

Fuller Says W. Forbes Mor- 
, gan To Get $500,000 for 
“a His Influence. 


_ WASHINGTON, March 30.—(UP) 
Charges that a huge whisky trust was 
hiring top flight Democratic . politi- 
cians at fat salaries in order to influ- 
ence the administration and, if pos- 
sible, President Roosevelt, were hurled 
on the house floor today by Represent- 
ative Fuller, Arkansas Democrat. 

_, He pointed out that W. Forbes Mor- 
gan, distant relative of Mr. Roosevelt, 
resigned as treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic national committee to become 
president of the Distilled Spirits In- 
stitute at a “guaranteed salary of 
$500,000 for the next five years.” 

James H. Doran, former prohibition 
administrator, is paid $30,000 annual- 
ly by the institute, Fuller said. He 
added Grover Whalen, prominent New 
York Democrat, received $75,000 an- 
nually as chairman of the board of a 
distilling company “for which salary 
he probably only is used for window 
dressing and for political influence in 
obtaining special favors.” 

“Mr. Morgan is not experienced in 
the liquor business and _ everyone 
knows that he was guaranteed this un- 
reasonable and outrageous salary in 
order to obtain his influence with the 
Democratic administration and if pos- 
sible, the President,” Fuller roared. 
“The American people will now be 
educated by the whisky trust.” 

Fuller charged most of the liquor 
produced in this country came from 
the plants of nine distillers who con- 
stituted an alleged monopoly. 

“The alleged monopoly is selling 
four-year-old whisky for $24 a gallon 
which costs only $1 to make and carry 
for four years, shrinkage, evaporation 
and interest included,” he declared. 

Morgan declined comment until he 
had studied Fuller's statement.

I will ap- 
prove a grant of 45 per cent and a 
loan of $20,625,000, the interest rate 
to be 4 per cent and the loan to be 
amortized over a period of 30 years.”

“before any funds are advanced upon 
the project, the Public Works Admin- 
istrator must be furnished satisfac- 
tory evidence of the constitutionality 
of the act creating the South Caro- 
lina Public Service Anthority, its pow- 
er to issue bonds and its right to 
construct and operate the project.”

IS NOT ENOUGH-F.D.R 


Roosevelt, However, Says 
It’s Too Early To Talk of 
Federal Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt indicated plainly 
today he still considers state laws, 
alone, inadequate to regulate mini- 
mum wages. 

At his first press conference since 
the supreme court reversed itself and 
upheld the right of states to fix 
minimum wages for women, the Presi- 
dent said he had talked a lot about 
the inadequacy of state 
wage legislation on previous occasions 
and had not changed his mind. 

His listeners recalled he had made 
a pointed reference to the subject 
in his annual message to congress last 
January. At that time he said: 

“That decent conditions and ade- 
quate pay for labor, and just return 
for agriculture, can be secured through 
parallel. and simultaneous action by 
48 states is a proven impossibility.” 

Too Early for U. S. Law. 

In response to questions today, Mr. 
Roosevelt said it was much too early 
to talk about federal legislation on 
minimum wages and maximum hours. 
He has had the question under study 
by advisors for some time, however, 
and expressed hope recently that such 
legislation would be enacted at the 
present session of congress. 

There has been some speculation as 
to whether a specific presidential pro- 
posal would be held up until after 
congress acts on his legislation to re- 
organize the supreme court, which 
killed the old NRA. 

Asked by a reporter today if the 
court was “curing itself,” the Presi- 
dent indicated he had no direct com- 
ment on the tribunal’s decision yester- 
day upholding the Washington ,state 
minimum wage law for women. 

Apply to Everyone. 

He did say, however, that state 
minimum wage laws should apply to 
everyone—men, women and children. 
He added he would ask the attorney 
general whether yesterday’s decision 
had revived the Districts of Columbia 
minimum wage law for women, in- 
validated 14 years ago in an opinion 
which the high court has now re- 
versed. 

Miss Louise Stitt, minimum wage 
supervisor of the Labor Department’s 
womens bureau, said it was “very 
likely” that minimum wage laws 
would be enacted in the near future 
in Maryland, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Texas and South Carolina. 

About 55 per cent of women em- 
ployed in industry reside in states 
having minimum wage laws, she said. 


RUSSIANS: ARE WARNED 
10 INTENSIFY. QUTPUT 


Officials Fear Second 5-Year 
Plan Will Fall Short of 
Mark. 


MOSCOW, March 30.—(®)—The 
Russian government told its workers 
today to intensify industrial and ag- 
ricultural production, lest the second 
five-year plan fall far short of its 
mark, 

Alarmed over a slump in output and 
particularly delays in the spring plant- 
ing .campaign, the government warned 
that work in some industrial and ag- 
ricultural branches had been “unsat- 
isfactory” and must be “corrected im- 
mediately.” 

The central executive committee 
council of people’s commissars was | 
represented as being particularly anx- 
lous for record-breaking production 
this year—which not only marks the 
end of the second five-year plan, but 
also celebration of the first 20 years 
of Soviet rule. 

The first plan ended in 1932 with 
only 93.7 per cent of the general in- 
dustrial program fulfilled. Joseph Sta- 
lin, secretary general of the Commu- 
nist party, attributed that to war 
dangers compelling the country to di- 
vert its energies to preparing for de- 
fense.

REBIDDING OVER 
TWO NO TRUMP 


| When the response was two no 


trump, the opening hand usually 
should raise to three no trump with 
balanced distribution (unless the hand 
contains more than four honor tricks 
and he wishes to make a siam-try), 
and rebid his suit or a new suit with 
unbalanced distribution. ‘ 

With balanced distribution and dis- 
tributed strength, the opener should 
simply raise to three no trump, even 
though his hand contains a rebiddable 
suit. This is not true, howefer, in the 
case of hands containing sif-card 
suits, which should be rebid. 

For example, when the opening one 
spade bid has been taken out with two 
no trump, the opener should bid three 
no trump, with spades, A J 10 8 5; 
hearts, 7 6 3; diamonds A Q 8; clubs, 
7 3. Bid three spades with spades, K 
98 7 4 2: hearts, K Q 7; diamonds, 
A 8: clubs, 7 3. Bid three spades with 
spades, A K 8 6 4; hearts, K Q 6; 
diamonds, 7; clubs, 8 6 4 3.

“No sooner was the auction com- 
pleted than my bungling fingers pull- 
ed out the highest card of my part- 
ner’s bid suit. I should like to draw 
a veil over what happened, but I guess 
you wouldn’t have much difficulty in 
figuring it out for yourself. Dummy 
ruffed my club, and led the king of 
hearts. My partner, the poor lamb that 
I had led to slaughter, covered with 
the ace and declarer, with an odious 
smirk on his hideous face, ruffed. An- 
other club ruff followed, and declar- 
ers lone diamond was discarded on 
the heart queen. Now the diamond 
king was led through East, and the 
diamond ace hit the dust under de- 
clarer’s ruff. A third club was ruffed 
with dummy’s last trump, and declar- 
er’s two remaining clubs went off on 
the jack of hearts and queen of dia- 
monds, while I meekly followed suit. 

“‘Had there been any way of my 
losing the ace-king-jack of trumps, l 
probably would have done so, but de- 
clarer graciously conceded me these 
tricks. 

“How any one but an idiot could 
have failed to lay down the spade king 
on opening lead is beyond me. Certainly 
it could have cost me nothing and 
would have gained me a bird's-eye view 
of the situation. Had I done this and 
found dummy void in clubs, even I 
would have had the brains to continue 
with no trump leads. giving up a 
trump trick in exchange for the club 
ruffs I could prevent. You will note 
that, on three leads of spades by my- 
self, declarer would have to lose a 
grand total of eight tricks, so that 
instead of making his contract with an 
extra trick he would have gone down 
1,100. I think you will agree’ that 
South’s bidding was almost as bad as 
my lead, but (as he did not fail to 
point out) he was bidding with the 
advantage of having me as an oppo- 
nent,
